} This money is used in paying the gas bill, 
the rent of the typewriter used by the 
secretary, and now and then in piecing 
out the bill of fare. 
The International Brotherhood Wel- 
fare association—fathered by Eads 
How, the St. Louis millionaire, who re- 
nounced his big fortune—makes the hote! 
its local beadquarters. The furniture on 
the first floor consists of an ancient grand 
piado and about fifty chairs, with a bulle- 
tin board on which the most conspicuous 
Snnouncement is a warning that ** No 
Drunkenness Is Allowed.” There are 
also a couple of small tables strewn with 
Magazines and newspapers. 


Kitchen in Basement. 

Half of the dark basement is unpaved. 
The other half is furnished with an old 
kitchen stove, a table and chairs, and a 
set of shelves, on which are displayed the 
china and silver equipment of the hotel. 

The door of the “ Hotel de Hobo” is 
locked at 11 o’clock every night. Up to 
that hour admission and a share of what- 
ever grub is on hand are free to any man 
whocomes, provided he is not “poo much” 
Guder the influence of liquor. The en- 
forcement of this rule is left to the dis- 
¢retion of a large and husky guest, who, 
i busier times, works as a teamster.

Two battleships, six or more torpedo 
boat cestroyers, two sea going subma-

House Works on Budget.

Showed Him the Law. 
But the chief had a simple explanation 
to offer. . 
“They simply showed me,” he said, 
“that the ordinance governing special 
bar permits gives the holder the right to 
sell ‘ vinove and malt Mquors,’ and says 


one has been taking it for granted that a 
special bar permit gave the holder the 
same rights as a saloon license for one 
might. That is not the case, and as soon 
ae the mistake was pointed out to me I 
ordered the ordinance enforced.”’ 
For years the sale of “ booze” at pub- 
tee dances has been general and has 
been permitted under the eyes of police- 
men assigned to the halls. The four 
women who brought about its elimination 
were highly pleased at winning 4 big 
point in their fight against disorderly 
G@ances. They were Mrs. Charles E. Mer- 
riam, Miss Harriet Vittum, Mrs. George 
Haskell, and Miss Kate Adame. 
“This is a big step forward,” said Miss 
Vittum, “for it means the removal of 
one of the biggest, if not the biggest. cause 
of extreme disorder at the dances. Com- 
paratively, beer is a mild intoxicant, and 
I'm sure we can look for a moderation in 
ail the dances hereafter.”

Bohemians in Austrian Army Re- 
fuse to Go to the War, Accord- 


ing to Report from Bucharest. 


LONDON, March 3, 2 a. m.—" The 
Nimety-first Austrian infantry regiment, 
composed entirely of Czechs, mutinied at 
Prague, refused to proceed to Galicia,

THE HAGUE, March 2.—The German 
government has determined to refuse to 
grant any more safe conducts for Amer- 
ican relief ships to touch at English ports 
tor coal on the homeward voyage, accord- 
ing to advices received here. 

It is also reported on the same author- 
ity that a permit for the return voyage 
to the United States will be given only 
to vessela which take the course north 
of the Shetland islands. 


Belgium May Have to Starve. 
It is considered in influential circles in 
Holland that the efforts of the American 
commission of Hief to save the civilian 
population of Belgium from starvation 
are thus threatened with immediate dan- 
ger, as Rotterd is the only. practicable 
port through which the Belgians can be 

fed, 

It is argued that the relief ships must 
be able to proceed to and from that port 
by the direct route, with a safe conduct 
under the commission’s flag, or the whole 
work of relief will become absolutely 
hopeless, for practical reasons. 


God Pity Belgium: Van Dyke.

Final Reply on War Zone 
Acts Depends on Steps 
Taken by Allies. 


WILL NOT KILL MINES,

BERLIN, March 2.—In its reply to 
the American note concerning the Ger- 
man naval war sone the German gov- 
ernment agrees that under certain condi 
tions its submarines will halt and inves- 
tigate merchantmen and will proceed * 
against only such vessels as are found to 
be carrying contraband or are owned ia 
nations hostile to Germany. 

The reply declares Germany's resis" 
ness to accept virtually all of the Ameri- 
can proposals except the one which would 
restrict the use of anchored mines to 
purely defensive purposes. The German 
government expresses the belief that bel-. 
ligerents cannot afford to abandon entire-. 
ly the use of anchored mipes for offen- 
sive operations. It is willing to consider 
the abandonment of foating mines. 


WILLING TO PAY DAMAGES. 
la ease German submarines take ac-/ 


chaptmen earryifg contraband or owued 
in hostile countries it is agreed that: 
such action will be in accordance with 
the general rules of international law. 

This presupposes, however, the abat 
doument of the use of neutral flags by 
merchantmen of hostile nations or the

The reply suggests tliat there be con- 
situted in the countries concerned 
American commissions to which sup- 
plies of foodstuffs fer the use of civil- 
ian populations could be consigned.

“What most impressed us in the 
American note was the evident spirit of 
absolute fairness in which the American 
government approached the problem and 
its desire to propose a solution which 
could be accepted by both sides,” said a 
high official of the German government 
today. 

“ We endeavored in the reply to follow 
the same rule. The modifications we. 
suggested are inspired by a desire to 
round out and complete the American 
proposals. 

SOME MINES ARE NEEDED. 

“We are sure, for instance, that the 
American government would have in- 
serted the clause covering armed mem - 
chantmen if this subject had occurred to 
them.

‘RUSSIANS MAKE 
GAINS IN NORTH; 
HALT AUSTRIANS 


Czar’s Forces Press Germans 
Farther Back in Poland; 
Hold Galician Lines, 


PETROGRAD, March 2.—The following 
official communication from Russian 
army general headquarters was issued to- 
night: 

“On the front, between the Niemen 
and Vistula rivers, our troops continued 
their offensive on March 1. To thenorth- 
west of Grodno our troops are making 
successful progréss. The enemy, offering 
stubborn resistance, has fallen back be- 
yond the line formed by the villages of 
Markowce, Ratiezi, and Rakowicze. 

** In the region of Przasnysz the enemy, 
pressed by us, is retiring precipitately on 
Janow and Mlawa. Our troops are also 


carrying out successful operations in the |. 


sector nearest the Vistula, in the region 
south of Radzanow. 


Repulse Attacks of Austrians. 

“In the Carpathians the Austrians, 
bringing up large forces of artillery, es- 
sayed a vigorous attack, but without re- 
sult, against a disffict extending over 
forty miles batween the rivers Ondawa 

and San. 

“In the center, in the neighborhood of 
Raba and Radzeiouw, an extraordinarily 
stubborn and furious battle raged during 
the entire day, the desperate attacks of 
the enemy often ending in hand to hand 
fighting. All the slopes of the mountains 
and the ravines wefe strewn with Aus- 
trian dead. Many of the enemy’s units 
were exterminated. 

“A new attack om Hill No. 992, near 
Koziouwka, was repulsed and theenemy, 
who inyaded eastern Galicia, has been 
checked. On the roads leading from 
Halicz to Stanislau the Austrians suf- 
fered a considerable defeat, after which 
they fell back. Near Sielce we cap- 
tured seventeen officers and 1,250 men, 
with four machine gune.”’ 


German Official Statement. 

BERLIN, March 2.—Reports indicate 
that the Russians are bringing up rein- 
forcements north of the Vistula and 
Narew line of fortifications, and also in 
southern Galicia. These reinforcements 
are so extensive that the Russians have 
been able to assume the offensive at dif- 
ferent places. 

Operations in the Carpathians are pro- 
ceeding slowly, with bitter fighting. 

The German war office today issued the 
following statement: 

“The Russian advances to the south- 
east and south of the Augustowo forests 
have resulted in failure.

FOE AT REIMS 


Also Claim Advances at 
Louain After Repulsing . 
German Attacks. 
ma 
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PARIS, March 2.—The Germans appear 
intent to make progress in the vicinity of 
Reims, but from the official war com- 
munication they so far have failed in 
their efforts. 

Attacks by the enemy have ‘been re- 
pulsed on the whole front. 

The French claim advances betweea 
Souain and Beausejour. One hundred 
prisoners were taken during the fighting 
in the Argonne. 


French War Statement. 
The following is the official statement, 
issued by the war office tonight: 
“From the sea to the Alsne there have 
been artillery duels, often fairly spirited, 
in which we have had the advantage. 
‘*‘On the whole front of the sector of 
Reims, especially at the Alger farm, near 
Pompelle fort, the enemy this morning 
delivered attacks which were cadlly re- 
palsed. 
* Between Souain and Beausejour our 
progress continued at several points 
where we gained ‘a rooting in the-woods 
which had been fortified by the enemy, 
and we have progressed beyond the crest 
of the hills in that region. In the course 
of the last few days strong counter at- 
tacks have been repulsed. 
“In the Argonne, in the region of Vau- 
quois, all our gains of yesterday were / 
maintained, and we captured about 100 
prisoners.

BERLIN, March 2, by wireless to Say- 
ville, N. ¥.—The German war office to- 
day gave out a report on the progress of 
the fighting, dated March 2, and reading 
as follows: 

“ Renewed French attacks in the Cham- 
pagne cistrict in most cares have been 
repulsed. The French were in strong 
force. Before the German fire their losses 
were enormous. At some places there 
were hand to hand encounters, but in all 
of them we were victorious.

can trade to France and Great Britain was an em- 
bargo which virtually ruined American commerce 
and did neither France nor Great Britain any ap- 
preciable harm. After the laying of the strict em- 
bargo of 1807, the American exports fell from $110,- 
84,000 to $22,481,000. The Jeffersonian precedent 
offers President Wilson nothing encouraging, su- 
perficially at least. | ‘ 

The president, who seems conspicuously at times 
to think in the terms of Jefferson, finds his admin- 
istration confronted by a dilemma extraordinarily 
like that which vexed Jefferson. To send goods to 
Europe the American shipper must run against 
some nation’s prohibition of trade, and no blockade 
is effective in any heretofore recognized sense. 

Prohibitions are just what they were over a hun- 

dred yeers ago—declarations that goods going to an 
enemy country will be seized wherever they are 
found. The German declaration, it is true, has nof 
been amplified to that extent as yet, but it is rea- 
sohable to expect that when the British and French 
rules close the sea so far as Germany and her allies 
are concerned, the Germans will proclaim the right 
to close ‘the recently described war zone to all goods 
intended for an enemy's port. - 
Thus far the Germans have said merely that the 
zone described would offer dangers even to neutral 
shipping because of war operations being conducted 
in it against the enemy’s merchant marine. The in- 
‘timation was plain enough that American and other 
neutral shipping would consult its security best by 
remaining put of the designated waters and, thereb;, 
abandoning trade with Great Britain and France. 


It is a question: whether Germany will consider |, 


‘these meastires sufficient in view of the fact that her 
enemies have announced that they “hold themselves 
free to detain and take into port ships carrying 
goods of presumed enemy destination,” etc. 

- That announcement sets up a complete obstruc- 
tion to trade between the Germanic allies and any 
‘neutral country. Extraordinary prices which pre- 
vail in the German markets for some commodities, 
some which have not been contraband heretofor-, 
were alluring. There was an inducement to make 
such shipments, but with the Franco-British prohi- 


sistance and ljeast risk is likely to be followed. 
Some form of retaliation from Germany may he 
expected, and it may come to the point where no 
| American ship may sail for Europe without being 
exposed to a risk of one kind or another. 
It was virtually this situation which Jefferson had

To do so and allow the advantage to fall to one 
set of combatants would develop a sense of injury 
in the other which might endure for years. A con- 
sideration of the problem is pertinent insofar as it 
may make American citizens appreciative of the 
gravity of a situation which President Wilson is 
endeavoring to meet with wisdom and courage, with 
desire to preserve friendships, do justice and protect

Tae Trisuxe bas favored such legislation in the 
interest ot justice and economy, but it scarcely 
needs saying that it has not favored fumbling and 
bungling at the elerenth hour. Congress is fum- 
bling and bungling—making a mete football of the

In the senate a so-caled McCumber rural credits 
bill was put through the other day without discus- 
sion. It provided for government advances to farm- 
ers. It was well understood that this measure 
could not pass muster in the house, Secretary 


indorsed the opposite principle of mutual farmers’ 
credit and loan associations under certain safe- 
guards. As a matter of fact, the house has made 
mince meat of the “ Republican” bill and adopted, 
also without discussion at all worthy of the name, 
a s0-Called Bulkley-Hollis amendment, from which 
every element of direct government aid is elimi- ; 
nated. What will happen to this substitution in 
the other house or in conference we shall see forth- 
with, | 

But, whatever happens to it, congresty to repeat, 
is giving an excellent negative object lesson in leg- 
islation. It is trifling with a really vital problem. 
It is muddling and giving an exhibition of insin- 
cerity and inefficiency. The great agricultural in- 
terests are entitled to far saner and better treat- 
ment of the question of rural credit organization. 


ALIEN LAWS OF VARIOUS KINDS. 
The highest court of New York has just upheld 
n state statute which prohibits the employment of 
aliens on public works and even provides for the 
orfeiture of contracts for such work on which 
alien labot was used. In the New York press this 
statute was severely criticized, but the Court of 
Appeals sustains it because the legislature is en- 
titled to regulate public wor’, The question is one 
of expediency and policy, wkh which the judiciary 
is not supposed to deal. 

It is-a very different thing to attempt, as Ari- 
zona did, to interfere with private employers and 
tell them how many, if any, aliens they may em- 
ploy. The Arizona act, it will be recalled, was an- 
hulled by a federal court. 

The Arizona legislators, by the way, appear to 
have conceived an indirect method of accomplish- 
ing their object. They are proposing an act pro- 
hibiting the employment in any “ hazardous occu- 
pation ”’—a very elastic phrase—of those who can- 
“Safety is the 
ostensible motive for this prohibition, but everybody 
knows that the rea] motive is that which underlay 
the plain and naked anti-alien statute. 

This anti-dlien tendency is not confined, more- 
over, to actual aliens. In one southern state an 
industrial literacy test similar to that proposed in 
Arizona is sought.to be applied to American 
blacks. Sheer anti-negro prejudice prompts this” 
mean and redctionary attempt: Will enlightened 
national sentiment’ sanction and tolerate such out- 
breaks of perverted “ nationalism”?

The unusually rapid change which for a decade | 
has been taking place in the United States senate 
is emphasized by the prominence of certain sena- 
tors, Elihu Root chief among them, who retire on 
March 4. Next to Root, the most conspicuous is 
Burton of Ohio, It is significant of the times that 
both of these able men, who had previously done 
notable service elsewhere in the federal govern- 
ment, are leaving the senate after one term. Both 


‘retire voluntarily, in the sense of having refused 


nomination. But Mr. Burton, who is only 63, 
undoubtedly would have run again except for the 
split in the party, and one may suspect that Mr. 
Root, in spite of his 70 years, might have done 
likewise if, when he made his decision, things 
had been as comfortable from a Republican point 
of view as ten years ago. 

With Root and Burton there will retire Perkins 
of California, Stephenson of Wisconsin, Bristow 
of Kansas, and others of lesser note. Perkins, 
who is 76, is the third senator in length of con- 
tinuous service, having been elected in July, 1893. 
His seniors in service are Senator Gallinger of 
New Hampshire, also his senior by two years in 
age, and Senator Lodge, who is his junior in age 
by eleven years and his senior in service by a 
few months. Senator Stephenson, the lumber 
king, who spent $107,000 to be elected the last 
time, is the oldest senator, nearing 86. . 

Changes greater than those which now impend 
in the senatee have taken place at the close of 
several recent congresses. To compare the mem- 
bership of the senate as it is today with that of 
ten years ago is highly suggestive. There is re- 
flected not merely the change in party control but 
also the change in the methods of senatorial elec- 
tion and the end of an_era in which both parties 
were more palpably dominated by issues growing 
out of the @ivil war than can ever be the case 
again. | 

In 1905, on the Democratic side, were Berry of 
Arkansas, who lost a leg fighting in the confeda- 
erate ranks at Corinth in 1862, and Paniel of Vir- 
ginia, whose crutches likewise gave open testi- 
mony to his wounds in the battle of the Wilder- 
ness. Others, like Morgan and Pettus of Ala- 
bama, had been confederate generals. On the Re- 
publican side there was Foraker of Ohio, formerly 
known as “Fire Alarm” for his waving of the 
“bloody shirt,” and there were others whose po- 
litical biographies never failed to contain men- 
tion of their military service. These who have 
been named are gone from the senate, though 
Foraker still lives. A handful with war records 
remain today, like Nelson of Minnesota, who was 
wounded at Port Hudson in 1863, but in the dis- 
tinct capacity of war veterans they are incon- 
spicuous. 

In 1905, prior to March 4, there were in a senate 
of ninety thirty-eight who had served six years 
or more. Today in a senate of ninety-six there 
are thirty-two of similar service. Of the three 
new states admitted in the meantime, only Okla- 
homa, both of whose senators are included in the 
thirty-two, has been a member of the union more 
than six years, Arizona ahd New Mexico having 
come in more recently. Consequently the com- 
-parisen should be thirty-eight in a total member- 
ship of ninety with thirty-two in ninety-two.

Rapid loss of weight with stomach 
symptoms is @ good sign, hut it meats 
late not carly cancer. Vomiting of blood 
afiemia, and lose of appetite, especially 
for méat, aré good sens, but they come 
too late to be of much service. Pain in the 
stomach is the best of this group of symp- 
toms, but there are several other causes 
of pain.

Are there atty feelings which should 
cause a person to suspect caricéer of the 
stomach and, acting upon the suspicion, 
te have a careful examination made; t 
mean feelings which should put a man on 
guard when the disease is in ite begin- 
ning?

If a person past 30, man or woman, has

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T is a long way to Tipperary from 
Constantinople. But it isa Tipperary 
manm—namely: Vice Admiral Sackville 
Carden of Barnane—who haa been in 
command of the naval forces of Great 

Britain and France that have been pound- 
ing to pieces the strong defenses of the 
Dardanelles and forcing their way up to 
Constantinople. 

His first cousin is that Sir Lionel ‘Gar 
den whose presence as British minister 
plenipotentiary in Mexico was such a. 
thorn in the side and a source of so much 
irritation to President Wilson during the 
first years of the present administration 
and who, married to an American wom- 
an, a daughter of John Lefferts of Filat- 
bush, N. ¥., has since been promoted to 
the post of envoy at Rio. 

Like Sir Lionel, his cousin, the admiral 
(they are both OCardens of Barnane and 
of Temspiemore) is of a sornewhat pugna- 
clous and pores rage character. ; 


The admiral is a ‘ae of that John 
Garden who was popularly known as 
“ Woodcock " Carden, owing to the num- 
ber of times that he had been fired at by 
discontented tenants on his Barnane es- 
tates in Tippérary. 
It wae this “ Woodcock "’ Carden, who 
was the hero of a sensational abduction 
case which caused no end of a stir in 
Ireland just sixty years ago. 
He happened to fall violently in love 
with a cousin, Miss Eleanor Arbuthnot, 
then staying with her sister, Viscountess 
Gough, at the Gough country seat, Rath- 
ronan house, near Clonmel. She declined 
young Cardien’s offers of marriage. 
Instead of realizing that his attentions 
were distasteful he conceived the foolish 
idea that she really reciprocated his af- 
fection, but was prevented by her sister 


‘and by her friends from accepting his 


proposals. So he planned an abduction 
when she was returning with her sister, 
Lady Gough, from church om Sunday. 
The preparations which he made were 
on the mast elaborate scale. He had ar- 
ranged relays of horses between Temple- 
more and Galway, fifty miles away, and 
in Galway he had a vessel with steam up 
ready to convey himself and Miss Ar- 
buthnot to the continent.

The attempt, however, failed, thanks 

to the vigorous resistance of the woman 
and of a peasant, John McGrath, spe 
ran to their assistance. 
Young Carden took to flight, but was 
overtaken and captured by an armed 
posse. He was tried at the Tipperary as- 
sizes in 1854 and sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment under the old Irish law, 
enacted in 1634, for the punishment of 
such ae “carried away maidens that be 
inheritors,”’ 

An abductor in those days used to put 
the girl before him on the horse instead 
of behind, in order that they might claim 
that it was she who had taken the lead 
in the abduction and that it was he who 
had been carried off by her instead of 
her by him.

Thé late Lord Gwydyr represented a 
junior branch of the old house of Bur- 
rell, the head of which is Sir Merrick Bur- 
rell, who since the dissolution of his mar- 
riage with Wilhelmina, daughter of Wal- 
ter Winans of Baltimore, has married a 
pretty Irish girl, Miss Coralie Porter of 
Belleisie, County Fermanagh, descended 
from the famous Bishop Porter of Clo- 
gher. 

Peter Burrell managed in 1779 to secure 
the hand of one of the greatest hdiresses 
of the day—nametly: Lady Priscilla Bertie, 
eldest sister of the fourth Duke of An- 
caster. When the duke died a few months 
later without issue Lady Priscilla inherit-. 
ed his barony of Willoughby d’Ereeby, 
while the hereditary office of lord great 
chamberlain of the realm, which had be- 
longed to her brother, was divided by a 
decision of the house of lords between 
herself and her younger sister, Lady 
Charlotte, married to the Marquis of 
Cholmondeley. 

Sixteen years later Peter Burrell, 
thanks to his wife's territorial posses- 
sions and the political influence pertain: 
ing thereto, was able to secure, througls 
Prime Minister Pitt, a peerage of his 
own as Lord Gwydyr.

This first Lord Gwydyr was succeeded 
by his son, as second Lord Gwydyr, who 
on the death of his mother inherited her 
barony as twenty-first Lord Willoughby 
d’Eresby. He married Lady Clementine 
Drummond, heiress of the great Drum. 
mond estates of her father, the eleventh 
Ean of Perth, and had by this union one 
son, Alberic, who succeeded him as third 
Lord Gwydyr, and two daughters. 

On Alberic’s death without issue the 
Gwydyr barony went to his second cous- 
in, Peter Robert Burrell, grandson of 
the first Lord Gwydyr and father of the 


- Lord Gwydyr who has fust died. 


However, Alberic’s barony of Willough- 
by d’Eresby went to his elder sister, 
Clementina, who thus became Lady Wil- 
loughby 4’Eresby in her own right. She 
married Sir Gilbert Heathcote, after- 
wards created Lord Aveland. 

Her younger sister, Charlotte, bécame 
the wife of the second Lord Carrington, 
and both of them received a share in the 
hereditary right of their brother’s share 
in the office of lord great chamberlain of 
Dngland. 

Lora Aveland's son was advanced to 
the Earldom of Ancaster and his son is 
the present Lord Ancaster and the twen- 
ty-fifth holder of the barony of Willough- 
by of Ereeby. He has an American coun- 
tess In the person of the former Miss 
Eloise Breese of New York.

The Burrells elaim descent from Bur- 
rell, a Goth, who flourished greatly at 
Barcelona in the ninth century. 

John Burrell is on record as having fit- 
ted out a ship and equipped a company 
of archers for his king in 1414. Randolph 
Burrell married the only daughter and 
heiress of Bir Walter Woodland, who 
bore the Black Prince's ba imer at the 
battle of Poictiers. 

The Burrell baronetcy dates from 1774 
and was conferred upon a Merrick Bur-

Many Fees to Attorneys. 

In the itemized account of expenditures 
during the year 1914 there appear twen- 
ty-two separate items which can be noth- 
ing else than fees and expenses of attor- 
neys. Almost all were paid to Pilis Kin- 
kead and John Galvin, the two Cincin- 
nati attorneys who act as counsel for 
the national commission. The total of 
these twenty-two items amount to §14,- 
286.57. One item wae as small as $1.25 
and the largest one was $2,185. 

That total of $14,236.57 was not all 
dragged from the commission’s ‘coffers 
because of the war. In one place is an 


item of $2,623.25 paid to B. B. Johnson 
one of the commission members. It is 


simply labeled “expenses.” In no other 
year did Mr. Johnson ever put in an ex- 
pense account like that, because he never 
had occasion to spend money like that 
before. Perhaps part of it may have been 
for legal advice. 


Loan to International. 

But there were still three big items on 
the list which never appeared there be- 
fore. In one place it reads: ‘‘ BE. G. Barrow, 
International league loan, $3,000.'" That oc- 
curred early in September. About two weeks 


later, according to the report, there was an- 
other loan made to Mr. Barrow for the Inter-

SCHOOL BUDGET 
UP T0 THE BOARD 


Mrs. Young “‘Passes Buck” 
in Effort to Keep — 
Within Limits. — 


Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent 
of schools, learned, in the activities of 
making up a budget, what it is to “ pase 
the buck.” Last night she took advan- 
tage of her knowledge ané “ passed the 
buck " to the board of education. 

She completed her estimateg on the edu- 
cational bud#et and sent them out to 
board members, The finance committee 
will take up the budget tomorrow. Mrs. 
Young’s figures are based on the orig- 
inal estimates made before it became 
known that there was a deficit of some- 
thing like $1,000,000 to contend with in 
making up the 1915 budget. 

Mrs, Young’s estimates amount to $11,- 
082,062. 99. This does not include salaries 
of engineers, janitors, and bath attend- 
ants, light, heat, office salaries, except 
those in Mrs. Young’s office, and a large 
amount of supplies, all of which are paid 
out of the educational fund. The tota] 
estimated revenue for educational pur- 
poses is $12,174,864. 


Larson’s Estimate, $2,015,000. 

Thig leaves $1,092,811 for the items 
listed above. Estimates on these by Sec- 
retary L. E. Larson amount to approzi- 
mately $2,015,000. If Mr. Larson's eeti- 
mates are approved Mrs. Young’s will 
have to be shaved $1,000,000. Among the 
secretary's estimates, not included in 
Mrs. Young’s figures, are salaries of en- 
gineers, janitors, and bath room attend- 
ants, $1,243,000; coal, $453,000; light, $89,- 
000; supplies, $80,000; salaries, $100,000. — 

It will be up to the board to make the 
bulging estimates fit the shrunken reve- 
nue. It hasdecided already that no group 
of teachers shall haveraises. Mrs. Young 
cut down many estimates. : 

For instance for social centers which 
had an appropriation of $34,064 last year 
she recommends only $15,400. The ap- 
propriation for administrative and execu- 
tive expenses has been cut from $116,000 
to $101,000; for manual training from $176,- 
710 to $129,658; for evening schools from 
$204,555 to $196,769. 


: Teaching Largest Item. 

The largest item in Mrs. Young's esti- 
mates is for salaries of elementary school 
teachers, which amounts to $7,634,323. 
Of this the regular teachers get $6,144,- 
800; the principals’ offices, $881,648; kin- 
dergarten teachers, $356,000; household 
arte teachers, $47,400; manual training, 
$46,600; subnormal teachers, 963,250; 
teachers of the deaf, $26,300. 

The cost of maintaining the high 
schools, according to Mrs. Young’s fig- 
ures, is $2,000,000. This includes salaries, 
estimated at $1,848,233; supplies, $72,117; 
and equipment, $59,137. 

The appropriation for supplies for the 
elementary schoola is $168,228. Included 
in this are: General supplies, $56/000; art, 
$11,000; construction, $25,000; fund books, 
$15,000; manual training, $20,000; house- 
hold arte, $19,000, 

Other estimates in Mre. Young’s budget 
are: Bureau of child study, $11,890; com- 
pulsory education, $121,921; household 
arts, $127,823; art, $35,342; muste, $16,610; 
physical education, 874,280; vacation 
schools, $36,642; Chicago Normal college, 
$135,813; Carter practice school, $52,271; 
Haines practice school, §51,587; Parker 
practice school, $66,833; Chicago parental 
school, $63,827; John Worthy, school, §22,- 
159, and centers for blind, $8,239.

BULLET IN BRAIN: 
BOY IS SILENT 


Kenosha Child of 10 Won’t 


Shot Him Away.

Kenosha, Wis., March 2.—[{Special.)—A 
tragedy of childhood featuring the loyalty 
of 10 year old Stephen Stec to his three 
years younger brother Albert even when 
he felt death was near was brought out 
at the Kenosha hospital today. X-ray 
pictures showed that the older boy had a 
bullet from a revolver imbedded to a dia 
tance of three inches in the brain matter. 

The boy was shot by his younger brother 
Sunday afternoon, but after they had 
agreed to keep secret the story of the 
shooting Stephen, with the stoicism ofa 
spartan, féfused to tell of the accident. 
When the X-ray picture revealed his se- 
cret he sobbed out “ he didn't mean to do 
it.” Then he told the story.

Codfish Lenten Dish. 
HE salted cod has been the Lenten 
“manna of Europe” for centuries, 
and romance and trade have had 
this fish for their central theme 
mahy and many times over. The 
codfish industry gave our leading New 
England state enough money for its 
founding, in recognition of which it hung 
the sacred cod in ite state house. 


Boiled Codfish. 


For the best service, choose a good 
piece of middle and soak in water for from 
twelve to twenty-four hours. ._ The hard 
dry codfish are sometimes soaked for four 
days, but the codfish put up in boxes 
which keep it. moist do not need so much. 
Start it to soak in tepid water after firet 
washing it well. When ready to cook, 
cover it with cold water and brfng it 
slowly to a boil, then simmer until soft. 
One famous cook says cook it thus four 
hours. Othets simmer it no more than 
}twenty minutes if it is‘sufficiently well 
goakead. If it is cut up in small pieces 
it will be more thoroughly cooked, but 
when served boiled with a sauce the larger 
pleces are preferred. Plain drawn but- 
ter sauce with hard boiled eggs sliced into 
it is an old fashioned favorite, especially 
when it ie served with plain boiled pota- 
toes. Parsley is always in order for its 
garnishing, and parsnips and beets are 
favorite vegetables. Plain salt pork cut 
up in bite and fried are also used.
